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Cops probe elder attack 


O EPS seeking male attacker after alleged assault of 79-year-old in her home 
O Motivation for break-in and assault still under investigation: Police

Edmonton police are asking for 
the public’s help locating a 
man who allegedly attacked a 
79-year-old woman in her Park- 
dale home as she slept early 
yesterday. 

“It was a violent assault 
against an elderly and vulnera¬ 
ble victim,” said Acting Sgt. 
Jared Buhler of the EPS elder 
abuse intervention team. 

The woman, who was 
released from hospital 
yesterday, did not know her 
assailant, he said. 

Police are treating the attack 
as an isolated incident, and say 
it is still unknown if the crime 
was motivated by theft or if the 
suspect is targeting specific 
people. 

“Not knowing what motivat¬ 
ed it is obviously cause for con¬ 
cern for us and we want people 
to be able to take whatever 
steps they see fit to protect 
themselves,” said Buhler. 

“At this point it appears that 
it was an assault that was com-

mitted by a stranger against an 
elderly person. 1 can tell you 
that is exceptionally rare,” said 
Buhler, who added U.S. 
research shows 99 per cent of 
attacks against elderly women 
are by someone they know. 

“We are concerned when a 
crime like this happens, that’s 
why we are putting extensive 
resources into it.”

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Police probe

Homicide detectives are in¬ 
vestigating a suspicious 
death after a 21-year-old 
man died firom stab and 
gunshot wounds yesterday. 

The injured man called 
police firom an abandoned 
farm at 170 Street south of 
Ellerslie Road, just before 1 
p.m., but didn’t know 
where he was. 

Insp. Brian Nowlan said 
it took 30 minutes to locate 
him using cell phone tow¬ 
er signals. He was treated 
and transported to hospital 
where he died. 

Police aren’t sure where 
the man sustained his 
injuries, but suspect he 
may have driven to the

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The federal government 
should stop building 
prison cells in Edmonton 
because the city bears too 
much of the cost. Mayor 
Stephen Mandel said yes¬ 
terday. 

“We believe that we 
have our fair share of pris¬ 
ons in our city,” said Man- 
del. “We don’t want more.” 

His comments came as 
the Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ice spoke to a budget re¬ 


quest for more officers to 
help with an increasing 
workload, which doesn’t 
only consist of solving a 
record number of homi¬ 
cides. 

“When you have correc¬ 
tional facilities it certainly 
has some impact on polic¬ 
ing,” said chief Rod 
Knecht, adding Edmonton 
is home to about 400 feder¬ 
al parolees. 

Potential amendments 
to the Criminal Code could 
mean a need for more 
prison space. 

“Looking at the number 


of institutions that are in 
and around the Edmonton 
area, and the plan to add 
more beds, it’s a concern,” 
said Arlene Yakeley, chair 
of the Edmonton Police 
Commission. 

Edmonton has nearly 
500 prisoners in five insti¬ 
tutions which, according 
to Coun. Kim Krushell, has 
turned the city into 
“dumping grounds.” 

The impact is felt 
through processing bail 
and simple transports, said 
Knecht, who wouldn’t 
comment on whether

RCMP are now confident 
an exploding package that 
ultimately killed a south- 
central Alberta mother 
was not delivered at ran¬ 
dom, but are still urging 
the public to remain vigi¬ 
lant. 

Vicky Shachtay, a 23- 
year-old Innisfail resident, 
died Friday morning after 
a package dropped off at 
her apartment blew up. 

RCMP spokesperson 
Patrick Webb said a detail 
in the results of an autop¬ 
sy released yesterday 
morning confirmed ru¬ 
mours that the package 
was created with the in¬ 
tent of harming Shachtay, 
who friends claim had no 
enemies. 

“It was a targeted at¬ 
tack ... we aren’t releasing 
exactly how we came to 
that conclusion,” Webb 
noted. 

RCMP are still advising 
the public to report any 
unexpected packages. 

Shachtay, who relied on 
the use of a wheelchair, 
may have alerted family 
members to the suspi¬ 
cious delivery prior to her 
death, but investigators 
have not confirmed that. 

A caregiver inside the 
residence when the pack¬ 
age exploded escaped in¬ 
jury and Shachtay’s 
daughter was not home at

the time. 

The victim’s family 
members have yet to 
speak publicly since her 
death. 


Pastor Dave Wiebe, act¬ 
ing on their behalf and 
said a funeral has been 
planned for 1 p.m. on Sat¬ 
urday at the Innisfail Al¬ 
liance Church. 

“It’s a difficult time,” 
he said. 

“(Vicky’s) mother died 
of cancer last year. 1 
walked with them 
through that loss and now 
they are dealing with this 
— they are devastated.” 


Red Deer infant a 
homicide victim: RCMP 


One of Red Deer’s 
youngest residents is the 
city’s latest homicide vic¬ 
tim, but RCMP are releas¬ 
ing few details about who 
may have been responsi¬ 
ble. 

The four-month-old girl 
was rushed to a local hos¬ 
pital Friday around 6:30 
p.m. suffering from head 
injuries. 

She was later airlifted 
to Edmonton hospital but 
sadly died early Saturday 
morning. 

Her name has not been 
released. 

Results of an autopsy 
conducted Monday indi¬ 
cated the toddler died at 
the hands of someone, 
but little else is clear. 

“The medical examiner 
confirmed the injuries 


RCMP and the Alberta

Major crimes investiga¬ 
tors and forensic teams 
from both Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton have been called 
to assist with the case 
along with members from 
various RCMP divisions.

The city’s public schools 
will soon be more inclu¬ 
sive, thanks to a new policy 
designed to support the 
rights and freedom of les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender, transsexual and 
questioning students and 
staff. 

After hearing a handful 
of speakers, the EPSB 
trustees voted in favour of 
its new sexual orientation 
and gender identity policy 
yesterday. 

Dave Colburn, EPSB 
chair, said the “historical” 
policy has been a long time 
coming. 

“This whole process re¬ 
ally started last spring and 
is now complete today 
with the approval of this 


policy and it spans many 
months of work and com¬ 
mitment on the part of the 
board,” Colburn said yes¬ 
terday. 

He hopes other provin¬ 
cial boards will follow suit 
and said feedback is en¬ 
couraging so far. 

“1 was veiy excited and 
pleasantly surprised when 
1 saw the number of admin¬ 
istrators and trustees that 
attended break-out ses¬ 
sions on LGBTQ, safety and 
acceptance at the Alberta 
School Board Association 
annual general meeting 
last week,” said Colburn. 

Transgendered parent 
and teacher Jan Buterman 
calls the policy a good step. 

“It is absolutely historic 
and absolutely wonderful,” 
said Buterman. “1 am excit¬ 
ed to see that the policy it¬ 
self acknowledges that the

Mobs storm British 


embassy in Tehran 



Hardline Iranian protest¬ 
ers stormed British diplo¬ 
matic compounds 

yesterday, hauling down 
the Union Jack, torching 
an embassy vehicle and 
pelting buildings with 
petrol bombs in what be¬ 
gan as an apparent state- 
approved show of anger 
over the latest Western 
sanctions to punish Tehran 
for defiance over its nu¬ 
clear program. 

The hours-long assault 
on the British embassy and 
a residential complex for 
staff — in chaotic scenes 
reminiscent of the seizing 
of the U.S. embassy in 1979 
— could push already 
frayed diplomatic ties to¬ 
ward the breaking point. 

Iran’s parliament ap¬ 
proved a bill Sunday to 
downgrade relations with 
Britain, one of America’s 
closest allies with diplo¬ 
matic envoys in the Islamic 
Republic. 

Calling yesterday’s at¬ 
tack “outrageous and inde¬ 
fensible,” British Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
said that Iran’s failure to 
defend the embassy and its 


staff was a disgrace and 
would have “serious conse¬ 
quences.” 

He said all embassy staff 
had been accounted for 
and praised Britain’s am¬ 
bassador to Iran for han¬ 
dling a “dangerous 
situation with calm and 
professionalism.” 

Sorting out who to 
blame may be difficult. 

The late-afternoon

Federal public servants

“The directive we have 
from the (director general’s 
office) is that if PCO adds 
the Harper Government

“Please proceed with this 
approach. Sony — it is 
what PCO has instructed.” 

An editor responded: 
“Given this directive, and 
with mild distress, I have 
reinstalled the phrasing.” 

When the change in 
nomenclature was revealed 
last March, Harper’s chief 
spokesman at the time, 
Dimitri Soudas, wrote to 
Canadian newspapers as¬ 
serting “no

A former News of the

Saving the ‘Old Square’ 

O A commission has been working since the 1930s to preserve New Orleans’ French Quarter 


On a muggy autumn New 
Orleans morning in the 
French Quarter, away from 
bawdy Bourbon Street, 
Natchez residents sat on 
their stoops drinking rich 
cafe an lait, reading the 
newspaper, or watching 
the passing traffic. 

Replace the cars with 
horses and carriages and 
the scene could well be 
from a couple of hundred 
years ago. 

The old city remains vi¬ 
tal with a steady mix of res¬ 
idents and small businesses 
mostly thanks to the Vieux 
Carre Commission, which 
regulates changes to the 
buildings in the small sec¬ 
tion of New Orleans near 
the Mississippi River. The 
commission has control 
over eveiy part of a build¬ 
ing’s exterior. 

A rotting sill in the back 
of the house cannot be re¬ 
placed without permission. 
A wall can’t be painted or a 
window removed or a roof 
changed without permis¬ 
sion. It’s a sore point for 
some, but the results of 
such strict control are no¬ 
ticeable. 

When the commission 
was formed during the 
Great Depression, the 85- 
square-block Quarter that 
was laid out by French set¬ 
tlers in 1718 had become a 
collection of derelict build¬ 
ings. The idea of preserving 
an entire area was novel. 

“What was considered 
ahead of time was that up 
until then American 
preservation was preserva¬ 
tion of individual struc¬ 
tures, Mount Vernon for 
instance,” said Walter Gail- 
las, with the National Trust 
for Historic Preservation. 
“Back then, nobody 
thought of it as, ‘Gee, 
maybe there is another way 
to preserve a whole com-

munity.’ Now there 
are hundreds of 
commissions 
like that 
around the 
country.” 

The 
French 
Quarter, 
also 

known as 
the Vieux 
Carre (Old 
Square) as it 
was once called, 
had fallen on hard 
times by 
Once-grand 
townhouses 
were tene¬ 
ments, and 
city offi¬ 
cials were 
seriously 
consider¬ 
ing tearing 
down the 
majestic old 
buildings that 
frame Jackson 
Square — Upper Pon- 
talba and the Cabildo — 
where the Louisiana Pur¬ 
chase was signed in 1803. 

Then along came the 
Vieux Carre Commission, 
dedicated to preservation 
while keeping the area a 
functioning part of the 
community. 

“The commission is not 


P 


about keeping things look¬ 
ing pretty but addressing 
what’s appropriate to char¬ 
acter and quality of all the 
parts that make up this 
neighbourhood,” said 
Vieux Carre Commission 
director Lary Hesdorffer. 
“We have the benefit of not 
being frozen in time.” 

The idea, Hesdorffer 
said, is not to return the 
French Quarter — which is 
a real neighbourhood with 
people living there and real 
businesses operating on its 
streets — to what it was 
when it was founded, but to 
keep the historical pres¬ 
ence this generation inher¬ 
ited. “We have many 
different styles in the 
French Quarter from differ¬ 
ent eras,” Hesdorffer said. 
“We’re now treasuring 
buildings that have been 
renovated along the way.” 

As an example, Hesdorf¬ 
fer points to the famous 
“lace” iron work on French 
Quarter balconies, which 
came in the 1800s, replac¬ 
ing the original 
plain ironwork. 
“That sort 
of layering 
thing is 
what 
makes 
this his¬ 
toric dis¬ 
trict 

particular¬ 
ly rich be¬ 
cause we 

represent 
some things that 
date to the colonial 
period,” he 

said. “But not 
many are 
pure 
form. 
Over the 
years, 
they’ve 
been up¬ 
dated, 
changed.”

O Veteran has turned back the clock this season with the Oilers O He’s on pace to score 
40 goals, set new career points high O 35-year-old ‘energized’ by playing with young team 


When the Edmonton Oilers 
acquired Ryan Sm 3 ^h from 
the Los Angeles Kings in 
June, they knew he’d be a 
positive example for the 
team’s young stars. 

What the club didn’t ex¬ 
pect 24 games into Sm34h’s 
17th NHL season was he’d 
be on pace to score more 
than 40 goals. 

At 35, Sm34:h isn’t only 
providing leadership. With 
12 goals and 24 points, he’s 
also showing Taylor Hall, 
Jordan Eberle and Ryan Nu- 
gent-Hopkins a thing or 
two around the net. 

Sm34h sat 12th in league 
scoring heading into last 
night and is on pace to set 
career highs in goals and 
points. 

“1 wouldn’t say it’s a sur¬ 
prise,” Sm34h said when 
asked about his torrid scor¬ 
ing pace. “You always want 
to be hopeful and con¬ 
tribute as much as you can. 

“Obviously, things have 
been going really well 
these first couple of 
months. It’s a process, 
though.

Sm34h, who spent his 
first 12 seasons with the 
Oilers before being dealt to 
the New York Islanders at 
the 2007 trade deadline, 
has scored at least 30 goals 
four times and has 367 for 
his career.

Fuel efficiency 


The electrical portion of the powertrain consists of 
the usual 60-kilowatt (80-horsepower) motor that’s 
energized by a lithium-ion battery pack located 
beneath the cargo floor. That’s the same spot as the 
standard Prius’s nickel-metal-hydrid batteries. The ad¬ 
vantage of lithium-ion technology is that it’s lighter, 
more energy efficient and holds a charge for longer 
periods. 

As with all Prius models, power is directed to the 
front wheels via a continuously variable transmission. 


Beyond operating for a modest distance on electric 
power, the PHV can be replenished in a relatively 
quick 2.5-to-three hours using 120-volt household 
current. Toyota provides a 4.5-metre-long cable 
that plugs into a connection hidden behind a 
spring-loaded door on the passenger-side rear quar¬ 
ter panel. Buyers have the option of a 240-volt out¬ 
let that cuts charging time to 1.5 hours, however 
they will have to opt for the “Level 2” home charg¬ 
ing station available through Toyota dealers. 


As for the all-important question 
of fuel consumption, Toyota 
claims the PHV earns the equiva¬ 
lent of 1.75 1/100 km on electric 
power alone (presumably based 
on t 5 q)ical power costs) and about 
3.71/100 km when functioning in 
hybrid mode, compared with 3.7 
city and 4.0 highway for a 
standard Prius.

Although similar to a 
regular Prius, the PHV has 
been engineered to offer 
some advantages of a pure 
electric vehicle as well as 
the convenience of a t 5 q)ical 
hybrid. The result should 


be significantly improved 
city fuel economy. For short 
hops, or gridlocked com¬ 
muter traffic, the PHV can 
be driven for up to about 25 
kilometres at speeds up to 
100 km/h in driver-selec¬ 
table electric mode. But 
when a heavier foot on the 
accelerator is called for 
and/or the batteries wear 


down, the 98-horsepower 
1.8-litre gas engine instant¬ 
ly kicks in and both power 
systems provide the neces¬ 
sary thrust, the same as a 
regular Prius model. The 
batteries can also be partial¬ 
ly replenished from energy 
captured through braking. 

Determining if the PHV 
is worth the extra cost will 


ultimately depend on your 
particular driving habits, 
such as distance travelled 
and your ability to baby the 
throttle around town. For 
most people, the popular 
standard Prius will do just 
fine, while the PHV takes 
conserving gas and preserv¬ 
ing the environment to a 
whole new level.

Some oil consumption with 
this engine is considered 
normal, and may be caused 
by an easy-to-fix crankcase 
ventilation system valve. 

Poor performance or an 
inconsistent, “sputtering” 
feel to the power deliveiy 
could indicate a bad 
ignition coil pack. 

Have a mechanic check 
for fiuid leaks and ensure 
the shock absorbers aren’t 
worn out or “blown”. 

Verdict 

All in all, a well- 
maintained RS4 should 
provide an extremely 
rewarding and relatively 
worry-free year-round mo¬ 
toring experience for 
years to come. Just budget 
for a radar-detector, too.

China’s billion¬ 
aire ranks, 
boosted by the coun¬ 
try’s fast-growing 
economy, swelled to 
271 in 2011,82 more 
than last year. 

Ferraris and Lamborghi- 
nis sat alongside rare and 
beautiful automotive works 
of art from lesser known 
marques like Italy’s Pagani, 
West Richland, Wash.-based 
SSC and Sweden’s 
Koenigsegg. They drew ad¬ 
miring looks from wealthy 


auto enthusiasts from Chi¬ 
na and other Asian coun¬ 
tries. 

Sales staff were hoping 
to sign deals with some of 
the 20,000 expected visi¬ 
tors. One of them was Steve 
Chen, who built his fortune 
in China with a motivation¬ 
al speaking business. 

He was admiring the Pa¬ 
gani Hua 3 n:a, a $l.l-niillion 
street rocket sheathed in 
carbon fibre and titanium 
with gull wing doors and a 
V-12 engine churning out 
700 horsepower. 


Chen was thinking of 
buying a Pagani or a Bugatti 
Ve 3 n:on Grand Sport to add 
to his collection of 15 to 16 
high-end cars, which he di¬ 
vides between his bases in 
Taiwan and Shanghai. 

“1 go to a lot of auto 
shows in China. I’ve loved 
cars since 1 was a kid and 1 
have been collecting many 
different car brands,” said 
Chen, who opened his 
leather satchel to reveal 
keys for a Ferrari, a Lam¬ 
borghini and a Rolls-Royce.

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Selling a 

dream 

O Car salesmen are rewriting 
life in small-town India 



Out on the edge of Bara- 
banki, a few steps from the 
railroad tracks and across 
the street from an emer¬ 
ald-green field that stinks 
of sewage, Sanjeev Saxena 
sits inside a signpost of a 
new Indian era. Occasion¬ 
ally, he glances up from 
his desk to see if anyone is 
coming through the door. 

He’s waiting to sell you 
a dream. 

It’s a dream about small¬ 
town prestige, and air con¬ 
ditioning in the brutal 
north Indian summer. It’s 
a dream they never 
thought they’d see in In¬ 
dia’s millions of villages, 
and of people who once 
couldn’t imagine clawing 
their way into the middle 
class. 

It’s a dream that comes 
in 15 models and 35 
colours. Financing is easily 
available. 

“I remember when cars 
were for rich people,” said 
Dharmendra Srivastava, 
32, one of Saxena’s seven 
salesmen at the brightly lit 
dealership with the un¬ 
wieldy name 

Bright4Wheel. 

“Today, everyone in In¬ 
dia wants to have a car: the 
city people, farmers, every¬ 
one.” 

Little is changing mod¬ 
ern India more than the 


2.5M 

Indians bought 2.5 
million cars last year^ 
25 per cent more than 
the year before. 

spread of cars, a four- 
wheeled reflection of its 
economic transformation 
and a window into the as¬ 
pirations of the new Indi¬ 
an middle class. 

The automotive meta¬ 
morphosis has spread 
from the upper-class en¬ 
claves of India’s biggest 
cities to its countless Bara- 
bankis: once-quiet towns 
now spilling over with con¬ 
crete buildings, crowded 
streets and clattering vehi¬ 
cles. 

Farmers and school¬ 
teachers now buy cars. The 
Barabanki shopkeeper sell¬ 
ing fluorescent tubes for 
150 rupees ($3 US) apiece 
has one. The farmer-busi¬ 
nessman with the one- 
room tire store has two. 

Saxena, with his smok¬ 
er’s growl and greying 
comb-over, often tells his 
team that what they do is 
about sales technique: 
about confidence, about 
treating customers right, 
about knowing the latest 


offers. 

“You need to learn how 
to convince people to buy. 
If you can’t do that, you 
need to ask why,” he told 
them during a recent sales 
meeting, his voice some¬ 
where between an angiy 
father’s and an encourag¬ 
ing teacher’s. 

It was the first day of a 
string of autumn Hindu 


festivals marking the 
year’s biggest shopping 
season, and an hour before 
the arrival of the day’s first 
customers. It was three 
days before the Maruti- 
Suzuki dealership’s 

monthly sales deadline. 

But behind the tech¬ 
nique is something else. 

Maruti sells its cars with 
ads showing an idealized 



India that barely exists, 
even in the country’s 
wealthiest enclaves: 

sprawling houses with 
white picket fences, high¬ 
ways with no traffic, 
friendly towns without a 
hint of litter. Everywhere, 
there are joyful Indians 
driving Marutis. 

That’s the Indian dream 
they’re selling. 


The fantasy began tak¬ 
ing shape in 1991, when 
the government was facing 
crushing debt pa 3 mients 
and dangerously low for¬ 
eign exchange reserves. 
Desperate to save itself, In¬ 
dia abandoned socialism 
and embraced globaliza¬ 
tion to become one of the 
world’s fastest-growing 
economies. 

Per capita income 20 
years ago was $350 US, 
one-quarter of what it is to¬ 
day. The literacy rate was 
42 per cent. 

Cars were an unimagin¬ 
able extravagance. 

Salesmen in the coun¬ 
try, such as the ones at 
Bright4Wheel, have 

helped transform India. 

The cars they have sold 
have helped link thou¬ 
sands of long-isolated vil¬ 
lages to cities and towns. 
Their cars have given peo¬ 
ple better access to jobs, 
schools and medical care.

T he thing I most 
like about get¬ 
ting a bill from 
a utility compa¬ 
ny is discover¬ 
ing what new 
and exciting charges 
they’ve managed to come 
up with since my last bill. 

I particularly enjoyed 
first seeing the one called 
“customer charge” — so 
ambiguous, so all encom¬ 
passing, so delightful. 

Some retailers in the car 
industry are equally cre¬ 
ative. 

Both new and used car 
dealerships sometimes tack 
on an Administration Fee 
or a Documentation Fee. Ei¬ 
ther way, this is a charge 
initiated by each specific 
dealership (new or used) 
and can run an 5 ^here 
from $295 to $595 — and 
beyond. 

Most used car dealer¬ 
ships will charge this fee, 
but not all new-car dealer¬ 
ships. In fact, most au¬ 
tomakers tiy to police this 
— with mixed results. This 
creates the situation where 
dealerships in the same 
city, selling the same 
brands, might have differ¬

ent “admin” fee policies. 

One sure thing about ad¬ 
min fees — buyers hate 
them. 

Extra fees are one thing, 
but what infuriates cus¬ 
tomers even more are 
when these fees are only 
brought up during the pa¬ 
perwork stage. 

“When you sit down and 
see that it has been added 
to your last negotiated 
price, you can always step 
back from the table,” says 


Carl Compton, executive 
director and registrar of 
OMVIC. 

“If you feel it’s not worth 
it, or not comfortable with 
it, restart the negotiations.” 

The Ontario Motor Vehi¬ 
cle Industry Council 
(OMVIC) is the entity that 
enforces Ontario’s Motor 
Vehicle Dealers Act. Each 
province has its own coun¬ 
cil and respective “dealers 
act.” 

Compton notes that the 


council is often asked to 
weigh in on the legitimacy 
of these admin or docu¬ 
mentation fees. 

“The only thing we’ve 
been able to say is that they 
are almost a tradition in 
the industry, for dealers to 
charge customers for some 
of the overhead fees they 
have to deal with. You, as a 
consumer, should expect 
that it would probably be 
tacked on. There is nothing 
mandatory about it... 


There is nothing illegal 
about charging admin fees, 
but there is nothing from 
preventing you from nego¬ 
tiating them out as well.” 

British Columbia, Alber¬ 
ta, Ontario and Quebec all 
have legislation that re¬ 
quires dealers and/or dealer 
groups to disclose any 
mandatory fees — includ¬ 
ing admin fees — in their 
advertised prices. 

So the take-away here, is 
to be aware of them right 


from the get go. 

As soon as you step foot 
on a new or used car lot, 
ask about any fees that will 
be tacked on to the vehi¬ 
cle’s price. 

Don’t find out about 
them late in the car bu 3 dng 
stage, when you’re already 
emotionally attached to the 
vehicle you want to buy, 
and/or so emotionally 
drained by the bu 3 dng 
process you’ll pay that ex¬ 
tra bit, just to make it stop.
